SURRENDERED. 


THE NASSAU AND OST 
FRIESLAND. ' 


Edinburgh. Apzil 8.—The twa 
Dreadnoughts, Nassau and Ost 
Friesland, forming part of the 
contingent of-eightcapi bips 
which the Germans undertock to 
hand over whan the Peace Treaty 
was ratified. arrived to-day inthe 
Firth of Forsh. HMMS. Tiger 
and a ffalfa of destroyers pro- 
ceeded fram Rasyth to meet them, 
and.as in the case of the general 
surrender after the Armistice, 
the ships met at a point agceed 
upon, The Tiger and the des- 
troyers then escorted the sur- 
tendered vessels int the Firth. 
The German cruisers wate not 
taken right up to Rosyth but 
were brought tu anchor at 
Aberdour, under the guns of the 
nehkeith--fortress:-—There the 
ships will ramain until the Ger- 
man crevs are transferred to a 
depot ship, pending their return 
to Germany. Tha surtender was 
carried through without any dis- 
play or ceremony.

‘At the annual meeting of tha China Associstion in’ Sbangbai, 
the Chairman (Mr. Massey) uttered a number of home truths in 
regag@ 4o the present situation in China, reflecting an outlook whick 
‘js pessimistic in the extreme. Looking at things as they are, and 
the prospects for the future, his pessimism appears to be more thao 
justified. He showed that China is in distress politically and finan- 
cially, that the militarists are plandering the exchequer. that there 
is no or party commanding the confidence of the people and 
that the Chines® as a whole are in that dissatisfied and sullen 
frama of mind which one usually associates with the begionings of 
great national upheavals. That is. a very gloomy picture, but in 
tha main we do not doubt its accuracy. The old evils of the- pas! 
are as rampant to-day-as ever they were, aod the worst featare of it 
all is tha? there seems to be little hope of an early improvement in 


Those of us who can take our minds back to the time of the 
Revolution which resulted in the establishment of the so-called 
Republic can remember with what joy the new toro in affairs was 
hersided by the more progressive of the Chinese. We were then 
told that Chins had at last “awakened” and that the dawning of 
a new ere of progress aod development. as the result of honest and 
efficient administration. was to be expected. That was more than 
eight years ago. but, so far from the Wautiful dreams of that time 


etre rentiseds cantry-has-setisens deenentrin-themire 
tintil to-day there are few students of Chinese affairs who believe 
that China can ever save herself.
